MY DEAII. Sin:— 


I left Buffalo this morning in an English 


steamer,-for the purpose of visiting Niaga-. 
ra Falls, one of thu'greatest natural curi- 
osities in the world. Our steamer was well 
loaded with passengers of all nations, kinds 
and descriptions, on tho same mission with 
myself. The Falls are'about twenty-three 
miles from Buffalo, and I suppose there is 
no roulu in the .wodd- which contains so" 
many points ,of interest.'as that. In the 
first place, you pass a short distance, across 
the Lake, and then turn into Niagara'river, 
a beautiful and picturesque stream of wa- 
ter, on the Canada side of which, a short 
distance from its mouth, stands Fort Erie, 
and its adjacent battle-ground, which was 
captured in the last war by Gen. Porter, 
who died a few years since, in this .vicinity; 
just above this, on the American side, a 
new Fort is being built, near Black Rock: 
Next comes Grand Island, twelve miles in 
length, in the middle of the river, which 
was selected some years since by the.re- 
nowned Major Noah; as a rendezvous for 
the last tribe of Israel— the' Island is thickr 
!y covered with large forest trees, and is 
certainly a charming spot. As to the fea- 
sibility of the Major's plan, I have nothing 
to say. but the selection speaks well for his 
taste. 


Then comes Mary Island, one mile and 


a half in length, the theatre of the last 
Patriot War, in 1833 ; this also'is covered 
with trees, and in the centre there is a road
